One of the most Pxtraorc.liii:iry Minff 
of 'lefalcatious reooi JiHl in C'ann lu, or 
anywhere elne perhaps, has just l)eHii 
unravelletl in Ijondon, Out. Tho 
defaulter was Jolm Brown, lat(< iwuh- 
urer of tho city council. JIu Ini'l lllleil 
that office over thirty yearM, ami ii in 
no'.v made apparent tliat during' t.Iie 
whole of that period thig unjuKt stow 
Hid was engaged in an uiilirokcMi 
career of. ina!aj)propriation. .Still 
more extraordinary to record, tlio act 
was only; fully diMCOVorcd after hi.s 
death, whicli took place by hi.i own 
liand a few months nincp. Tlien lipfjan 
what . should have been undertaken 
much more than'a (juartf.-f of a century 
a;;o — a complete overhauling of hi.s 
hooks under competent Hupeivinion. 
This tardy examination led to the din 
covery of a aeries of defalcatioii.s hy 
the late treasurer, who had continued 
to withdraw city moneys for the pay 
inent of couponB which proved to hi- 
fraudulent. The coupons ofspoilt df- 
bentures which lia.l l;opn laiici'l 1 cd 
were made to do duty as vouci.eif. 
JSignatures had boeii procured on cou- 
pous of debentures not iHf;uod, and in 
some instsnccs coupons after having 
been once pa.ssed wore ab.stractcil from 
the Ipackage.s and made to .sorvu a.s 
vouchers for other siinilnr rntrie.s, or 
so mixed with other coupniiH a.s to pas.s 
again the mora readily. The total de- 
falcation in this department exceed.^ 
$11,000; in London and Port Stanley 
railway dttbenture coupons the dctioit 
is ^3,741. 14; in ]May, l.s'.-)-!, a defal- 
cation in the casli account of .■?,V_".>. 71 
is found; tho deficiency in the tax sain- 
account h, $2,700; on interest account 
in 1572 a deficit of §7.'!;!. 06'; in the 
notes discounted and bills payable ilc- 
partment a note for .*l.S',0Otj is taken 
credit for in l<f^G l, ,vliicli was not ac- 
counted for when npgoliated; coiipoiiH 
amounting to §700 wcri! twice iMitereJ 
as paid during li^75; the overpayment 
of $5*9.63 for, sterling exchange in 
1875 was placed to the credit of tho 
account;in tho bank of t'oinmerce, but 
not accounted for by the treasurer, 
in January, 1876, and in 1879 the 
treasurer took credit in his next vear," 
ca.-ih accounts by tirroneous journal en- 
tries for deposits of .■?(>, 000 and .?l,.")lM. 
i'J, which were never made. The 
couaty of Middlesex vouchers show 
that he purloined until a few days be- 
fore his death! In 187t he stole §2.'), 
271.45; in 1876, .•?7,01 2.();i. ; in 1S70, 
$2,062 .'52 ; in 1881, .$22,M'J 1)2 and 
1882, 756 20 ; in all, .?79,957 IVk Sn 
all, $80,000, in large and small iteins, 
extendihg)over-thirty years and never 
detected, apparently never even sus- 
pected!- It seems incre(lil)le, and coin- 
pels the reflection whether the various 
members of the councils that duriiitj 
all this period followed each other in 
annual succession were all imbeciles. 
Imagine a sum approaciiing $3,000 per 
annum being periodically abstracted 
for a period of thirty years— over 87 
per diem for nearly eleven thousand 
days — and no local Cocker, oflicial or 
or other, sagacious enough to detect 
this extraordinary plundering! Ii 
looks asifjtbei'city-of London would 
have to put down the $80,000 — near- 
er $100,000 with lost interest — as an 
irrecoverable. -, loss.

The recent depli'i'iible catiistropho on 
the SuutU^ru Puuiiiu aftirins, lu many 
Hiinilar accidents liavu done, the necessity 

of lis complete a syatein of discipline on 
board i\ riMiiiiiig tniiii na thoio la even on 
buHi'd the iiiodt miserably appuiiitod 
atcunibuiit wliun sliu '\» in niotiuii, and 
theie ronmrka apply purticuliirly tu long 
routes like those "of the overland linos, 
wheru the cunditinnsuf the road are con- 
stantly vnrying, and there are many 
dangerous points to be pnased over, to say 
nothing of tiio attention required to the 
ordinary details in connection with the 
running of a train. Tlie conductor of a 
train on such a route, ought to occupy the 
aau)<j position lus tlie captuin of a boat, 
<iiid hia n-uthority oisght to be ua absolute, 
his responsibility us great and the dis- 
cipline lie enforces ais strict. In fact, tu 
do away witli the old free and easy ansoci- 
tttions, tlie very name of "eoiuUictor" 
ought to be changed and another substi- 
tuted, and hia busiues.s should bo the pi " 
per Working and safety of the train, which 
includes seeing that his men are at their 
posts and on the alert for anything that 
may happen. The safety of a train iii>w 
cliiolly dovulvoH on the ongineor, wliu in 
addition to the iniuiy duties, and often 
anxieties in connection with hi.s engine, 
especially at high speeds, ia also expected 
in cunjuiiction with the stoker to keep a 
ttoustant look out along the line. Now 
although it is advisable he should do this 
generally, the main part of this duly 
ought to devolve on the man in charge of 
the train, who instead of being placed in 
the rear of it m a snug caboose, ouglit to 
bo in front eitlier on the ongino or nc.\t 
to it. All the ticket punching and general 
supervision of the train and passengers 
ought to bo placed in other haiuls, and a 
train ought to be runprocisely as a bteani- 
boat is, especially a.s the steamboat is 
probably the safer uf the two. Had tho 
ilisciplino auggeated been in fuioe on tho 
unfortunate train on the Tehachapi suin- 
luit, tho train hands would probably have 
been kept a little doner to their duties, 
and the train with ita passengers not Inivc 
been allowed to recede from their aston- 
ished vision in a headlong race to utter 
perdition. It is well known to all those 
who travel much that there ia little dis- 
cipline of any kind on railway trains, on 
this continent ut least, and without guing 
into details, travellers who have their 
eyes about tliein know that tho wonder 
ia not that accidents occur, but that iln-y 
do not occur oftancr. For this con.'. i:.<ii 
of things tlie railway companies are often 
not only directly but indirectly responsi- 
ble; for tho real source of the evil in all 
ita branches ia the miataken oHort to re- 
duce expenditure which naturally results 
in loss of life and increased outlay. There 
uro some accidents of courao which neitlier 
regulations nor foresight can prevent, but 
railway managers at present have uot ar- 
rived at a firm conviction that serious nc- 
oidenta are the most uneconomical and 
unattractive advurtisoinents for the lines 
which they adtniniater.

A Hef omed Bptaeopal Ohuroh at ITev 
T7ostmUiator. 

(Columbian.) 
Ill response to a request of a largo num- 
ber of tho citizens at Now Westminster, 
who are in sympathy with tho Reformed 
Episcopal Churcii, the Bight Reverend 
Bishop Cridgecameup from Victoria on 
Friday last and hold divine service in the 
llyack Hall, both murniiig and ovoaing, 
on .Sunday last. 'I'he subject of the luorn- 
ing discourse, " .Vbsolution," founded 
upon John 20: 22, 23, waa treated in a 
lucid aud impru.ssive manner and it was 
claimed that the doci rine of priestly ab- 
solution, as held by the Anglican Church, 
is unscriptur.il and directly antagonizes 
the distinctive idea of tho Great Kefurnui- 
tioii, viz; That tlioie is no mudilatur, 
priest, or saint, but ween (.<od and man 
save the God-man, Christ Jesus, tliegreal 
High Priest of our profession. The ser 
mon of the evening was based upon 1st 
Cor. 12:25, the subject being "Schiaiii," 
which was declared to bu "a division in 
a. body or church and not a30l)aratioii /Vu,/i 
such body or church," and the the term 
"schismatics," is therefore not applicable 
to thoso who for conscience sake have 
gone out of the .nnt^licau Church because 
the indopondoiit tendencies of that church 
under its preaont loaders, aru towards 
Komo. 

The aermona of the right revi.-ioiid gon- 
tlemaii woro olonueiit andeariieat, and 
were liateiiod to with the duope.'<t atten- 
tion by largo oongrBgationa, there being 
about luO pursuiiH prusont at tho ovuiiing 
service. Tho ritiinl used wuh of course 
that uf tho Uol'ormed E|>iHcopal Church. 
Tho coUuoiioiis aniuuiited lo something 
over 830. 

tin .Moiid.iy oveniiig Bishop Cridgo de- 
livered a lecture on tho subject of Ke 
formod Episcopalianiam. The right ri;v 
oroiid lecturer said thuro was need of re- 
form in the church of Eni?!aiid imw, as 
much Qs there was whon it separated from 
tho Church of Rome. Tho purpose of 
the present reform movement was to 
cliange the book of pr:iyor so that it shall 
coiifurm to the w ord of Ood. The origin- 
al version of tho pr.tyor book was hotter 
than any of tho later rovirioua. Every 
subseiiuoiil change wa.i a retrognido 
movement towards Homish eiror. Thoro 
were two periods when iinpoitaut revia- 
ioiis of tho prayer book had been made — 
during the reign of Elizabeth and in the 
tiir.o of Charles II. After stating a num- 
ber of changes which woro made in tho 
book ut that time, and showing how di- 
rectly their tendency was towards Rome, 
His Lordship referred to tho revision un- 
der Charl.'s II. At that time thi;re wa« ii 
strong Luiv Church party aiiiiuus to 
have the prayer book re.slored to its j 
original purity of iloctrino. They wanted , 
a revision, but s(jon found that the High ' 
Church party, as well as the court, had 
no wisli to expiingo Romish doctrines, 
but rather t'T go .still further l-uards! 
Rome. .\ comniisaion was ap])uiuted, : 
comi)osed uf the High t.'hiii-ch [larty; and 
it a|ipeared to be their object to make the 
jirayer book so distasteful t(j tho Low 
Church party that tlioy would bo forciul 
out of the establishment and then their 
livings Would fall into the hamls of the ' 
ritualists. .And they were successful; for 
wlu-ii the revised buiik became law sume 
'_',OU(i clergymen rosigneil their charges, 
and thoso were mainly instrumental in i 
organizing tho sociolies uf iiiui-cuiifor- , 
mists which now have the sympathy uf at 
least one-half of the people of England. 
In early days the Church of England re- 
togiii.-.ed other rrotuatant churches and 
ministers fraternally, but now tliey re- | 
fused that recognition. Tho pur[iose of 
the reformed church was to have u ritual 
in accordance with the Word of God, free 
from the itoiiiish errors which niaih- ilie 
church so di.-.l latefiil loall .sincere I'lo- 
toatunts. The changes necessary to ac- 
complish this were not very numeruua, ', 
but they were of great importance. It 
waa a church of liberty, recognizing the ' 
eipiality of all evangelical cliurclioa and ' 
tho rights of the laity. With n.-spei-t to 
the pruaeiit movement, it needed no, 
apology. Scune peo],lo who disagr.-L.d 
heartily with the I'apist [iraclicca and ] 
doct rinea which have crejit into t he( "liurcli 
of England wore not (iropared to leave | 
that church. They said, Let us stay in 
the chnrdi and tight it out. He did not 
believe in that policy. Fighting it out 
was nut a princiiile taught m the iiilde. 
Many oariiest men hail been lighting U 
out for centuries, but what liad they ac- 
complishedl Nothing, and less than | 
nothing, for every cliaiige in the ritual j 
had been a backward movement towurils > 
Rome. He had no idea, until ho came , 
lo New SVobtminster, how far the church 
here had gone in tho Romish practices 
No wunder that they should begin to feel 
alarmod for the principles ivliicli their 
forefathers bail imrchased with tlioir , 
blood, and that tliey should be impelled { 
liy a desire to obtain sound scriptural ' 
doctrine for themselves and their cliid- 
leii. The undertaking was a great one; 
but he hoped, through the ble.asing of 
(Ji'd that it Would bo accompliahed .sue 
ce.ssfully. It was bogiin at an aus[)icious 
time, when » new era of prosperity ;
